All institiiliona with tho progress of 
tiiiiu raquire to be continuoualy ro-inod- 
elUd, to koop paco with luoilorn discov- 
erfelaM Tdeaa, and Dimiea and nnvies 
have become a vsry exponaivo itoin in 
thij respect. Much lias doubtless boon 
done by tho Duko of Cambridge to re- 
move abuses from tho army, and the now 
military lights have labored hard to bring 
it ill training and materiel up to the 
standard of the great continental armies 
«8I»eci?dly;that of Germany. But aomo 
how or ' other the army has not 
thriven under tho treatment, and 
recruiting ia notoriously in arrears. 
I'orhapa some explanation of this state 
of things may be found in the following 
extract from tho United Service Gazette: 
"It happens, however, that after a long 
course of what can only be termed impu- 
dent denial the Government itself is driv- 
en to admit that Ciirdwollism, with all its 
tinkering and niuditieationa, has brought 
the army into a wrotchud condition so 
wretched, indeed, tliat the little expedi- 
tion to Egypt nlnioat oxlumstud our re- 
aourcoa. Lot ua concede, fur the sake of 
argument, that the organization and ad 
ministration uf the army is theoretically 
Kood; of uliat tiso is it if tlioro exiata no 
army to <iiL;iinizo and administer? Spu- 
cioua excudca for that or this .-jhui-tcciniiiii,', 
alternating with articles indiacriniinatoly 
praising all tliat is now and indiacrim- 
inatoly blaming all tliat ia old, may be 
used by an inspired press to delude an 
easily-gulled public; but at length tho 
facts are too patent to be denied, how- 
ever much they may be explained. At 
length the country, thanks to a few in- 
trepid writers and nieiiihers of the two 
houses of parliament, have had tho real 
state of things placed before them, and a 
heavy respoiiaibility will rest on the na- 
tion if it does nut insist on an immediate 
abandonment of the tlighty scheniea uf 
oOicial theorists backed up by interested 
stair officers. The army ia not contented, 
it ia noteflioiont, it in daily melting away 
— asrogords, at all events, men capable 
of undergoing the hardships of a cam- 
paign. \Vu defy denial, supported by 
facts, of this assertion. And why have 
wo come to this! As regards discontent 
and failure in recruiting, at all events, tlie 
ansfvor ia simple. The govornment have 
not only diareganled tlie moral influen- 
ces which play su inipnrtaiit a part in alt 
human all'airs, but it has i^'iinred all pre 
judices and Hcmtunent, thoiigli wlien en 
listmeiit ia vcdniitary and pay bad, |)re 
judices and sontiinent exorcise great 
influence over young men. Above all, 
there ia constunt change in the conditions 
of service, and much obacurity aa to what 
those conditions really are. The soldier, 
tiqually with the officer, eiitortains a pro- 
found distrust of the war otiice, and is 
Uara.ssod by an ever-[ire30iit uncertainty 
aa to his future."

Account.s of it 
wcrf! publijihod in the memoirs of sev- 
eral scientilic societies on the enntinoiit 
and in iMigland. lint allliongli the 
real value of the invention was admit- 
ted by all who exauiiiit'il it, vet it ap- 
peared to have been looked on more as 
a soienliti:: curiosity limn a |iractical 
{and : useful discovery. Hei.^ died in 
■'1874 about two years before Bi-H's tole 
[.hone was given to tlie world. liut 
Prof. Thomp.soii nniiiitains that while 
the latter ia aoniewhat tlillerent from 
the instrument of lieia, yet the main 
features of both are the same. "Thore 
is not," ho say.s, "a single instrwinent 
to be found in the telephone' exclmnges 
of England in which the funilanieiitul 
priiieiples of Pieia' telephone are not 
the e.sBPntial and iiiilispen.^able fea- 
tures." Jf the statements in Prof. 
Thonipaoii's book are true, and there 
should be no ditliuulty in settling that 
jioint, the decision of tlie courts giving 
Professor IM\ exclusive title to the 
tlLseovery of the telephone, should be 
reversed, and the inslrunienL in its ele- 
nieiilary form removed from the nion- 
opoly of patent rights.
